BARBECUED CHICKEN 


By M. E. K u e t t n e r 
Imagine that if every person in 
the good old United States would eat 
just one barbecued fryer in a year, 
it would take 130,000,000 fryers or 
over 1,000,000 cases of eggs would 
be used to produce these fryers, fig- 
ui ing 3 eggs per head. 
Further, for 
that good gravy which is so essential 
to give the barbecue that really good 
taste, 12,000,000 pounds of butter or 
lard are needed. 
Can you, 
as 
a 
farmer or poultryman, realize w'hat 
an enormous business we could es­ 
tablish every year by just speaking 
and practicing in favor of barbecued 
chicken at barbecues, fairs, picnics, 
parties, 
meetings, 
restaurants, 
camps, conventions, celebrations, etc. 
Let us all help to greatly increase the 
demand for fryers,-for they are in­
